ASKING M MERCY. 


Another Petition for the Condemned 
Anarchists Being Circniated — 
Mass Meeting Called. 


GHIGAOO, Sept. 20.—Another petition 
has been prepared for the Anarchists 
supposed to meet the views of the the 
more rabid friends of the condemned 
men. 
It says: "The undersigned hav- 
ing watched with great interest the pro- 
gress of events in connection with and 
since the trial in Chicago of the so-called 
Anarchists, 
and 
believing 
that the 
sentence against them was and is un- 
warranted by the evidence, extreme in 
its severity, induced by a view of the 
law never hitherto sanctioned by any 
well considerd precedent, and that the 
accused were not shown to have been 
guilty of throwing, or causing to be 
thrown the bomb at the so-called Hay- 
market meeting, and being 
advised 
in effect, by the statement of the prose- 
cution in the said cause that these men 
were selected and proceeded against 
simply beeause of their position as lead- 
ers in general of the labor agitation, 
which seems to us as unwarranted as it 
is injudicious and calculated to embitter 
wageworkers still further against the 
present social order, and believing that 
in cases of this kind humanity and the 
state are better served by mercy than 
by a rigorous execution of the judge- 
ment, the justice of which is questioned 
by very many people, we respectfully 
protest against the execniion thereof, 
and bespeak in the name of justice, 
mercy and humanity, the exercise by 
your excellency of excutive clemency." 


CiiEVELAND. Sept. 20.—Inflammatory 
circulars signed by the federation of 
trades unions, and dated New York, 
Sept. 18, were distributed about the 
streets here last night. 
It calls on 
workingmen to meet and denounce the 
action of the supreme court of Illinois, 
in Arming the sentence of death in the 
anarchists cases. 
Judge 
Gray and 
everybody connected with the trial of 
the anarchists, is condemned in severe 
language. 
A mass meeting of the an- 
archists has been called for Wednesday 
evening, to express an opinion regard- 
ing the action of the Illinois courts. 


Commencing on the Railroads. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 20.- Messrs. Cooley, 
Morrison, Bragg, Walker and School- 
maker, of the inter-state 
commerce 
commission, began a session here to- 
day. 
The complaint against the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago railway, 
alleging excefesive charges for 
short 
hauls, was the first subject brought to 
the attention of the commission. 


A Mammoth Ironclad. 
LONDON, Sept. 20.—Irafalgar, 
the 
largest ironclad ever constructed, was 
successfully launched to-day at Ports- 
mouth. 
It is of 11,940 tons and 12,000 
horse power and is to carry twelve guns, 
four of sixty-seven tons and six of forty 
hundred 
weight. Her side armor is 
twenty inches thick. 


Lima Railroad Shop» Bnmed. 
CiiEVEiiAND, Ohio, Sept. 20.—A fire 
broke out in the wood working depart- 
ment of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railroad shops at Lima, Ohio, 
last night and several buildings were de- 
stroyed. 
The loss will reach $50,000.

The Real Mnrderer of the Woolfolk 
Family in Jail—Revenge was 
His Motive. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 20—The an- 
nouncement was made here yesterday 
that the real murderer of the Woolfolk 
family had been arrested in Cherokee 
county, and was in jail at Canton. Jack 
Debese, a negro of suspicious looks, was 
arrested by the sheriff of Cherokee 
county, and while confined in jail, said 
enough to warrant the sheriff in notify- 
ing the Atlanta authorities that he was 
of the opinion that the negro was con- 
cerned in the Woolfolk tragedy. 
It is 
evident the negro was an associate with 
others in the commission of the murder, 
and that his motive was revenge. 
It is 
said he had been convicted upon the tes- 
timony of some of the Woolfolks for 
stealing, and sent to the chain gang. 
It 
is probable that Tom Woolfolk, who is 
under arrest and accused of the murder, 
will be released at once. 


TWEifTY TOIiS 


Of Dynamite Cartridges Did the Dead- 
ly Work in the Pittsburg Wreck. 


There were scenes at the south depot 
at noon. 
Pittsburg passenger train No. 
1, brought the injured engineer, Lvons, 
from Forest, and under the care of Dr. 
George Stemen, he was taken to his 
home. Mr. Lyons is sueffring from the 
shock occasioned by the explosion of 
one of the dynamite cartridges that a 
small boy tossed into the fire box after 
the big explosion had subsided. 
He is 
in no danger of death. 


When Engineer Lyons was carried 
from the train he could see on the plat 
form a coffin bearing the remains of 
Fireman Ed. Bauch, who was kille J by 
the explosion yesterday. 
The body was 
to be taken on the same train to Laporte, 
where 
the interment will occur to- 
morrow. 


Mr. Bauch lived a few moments after 
being injured and turning to his engin- 
eer, Israel Adams, he said: "Bury me 
beside my first wife at Laporte, and tell 
my children to be good and true." 
Mr. 
Adams obeyed the wishes of his comrade 
and on his arm Mrs. Bauch rested when 
she stepped from the carriage at the 
depot. 
Mr. Bauch had been married to 
his present wife but a year and no 
children were bom to them. 
By his 
first wife he has five handsome little, 
boys and a child which has been cared 
for at Wanatah. 
It was sad to see Mrs. 
Bauch weeping as though her heart 
would break, and the five bright children 
standing beside the coffin of the dead 
husband and father. 


The sad tidings came this morning, 
too, that Mr. Bauoh's sister was lying at 
the point of death at Laporte fromi 
tyhoid fever. 


The dead fireman's life was insured in 
the Firemans' Brotherhood for $1,500. 
That order escorted his remains to the 
depot and sent a committee to Laporte 
with the body. 


It transpires that twenty tons of dyna- 
mite cartridges went off in the explosion 
and the shock was likened unto an 
earthquake for miles around the scene. 
At Forest, people staggered and near the 
wreck the earth opened into huge crevi- 
oes, while farmers ran into the open 
fields for safety. 


Sixteen cars and a caboose were burn- 
ed and Conductor Frank Gillen lost his 
clothes, his watch and a sum of money 
in the fire. 


The wreck is now cleared entirely 
away and trains are coming as usual. 


The freight department is searching 
the records to get at the exact damage 
and learn to whom the cartridges were 
consigned.

It can hardly be doubted, I fear, that 
the supply both of oil and gas has now 
been so largely drawn upon that within 
less than a score of years scarcely any 
will be left which can be brought at 
reasonable prices into the market. The 
boundaries and extent of the oil regions 
bave been determined. 
All the sands 
in which oil will ever be found in such 
qiuantities as to be worth working are 
known, and have been drilled through 
in various places. 
It is scarcely possi- 
ble that any new fields Avill be discov- 
ered which will be comi^arable either 
in extent or productiveness with those 
aow known. 
So far back as January, 
1883, Prof. Lesley pointed out that no 
petroleum is now beini? produced in the 
Devonian 
rocks, 
either 
by 
the 
process 
akin 
to 
distillation 
or 
otherwise. 
What has been stored up 
n the past, a process which probably 
lasted for millions of years, may be got 
3ut. 
But when these reservoirs are 
exhausted there will be an end of the 
petroleum supply. 
"The discovery of 
A few more pools of 2,000,000 or 3,000,- 
DOO barrels each can make little differ- 
ence." 
Mr. Carll, whose opinion on 
the geology of the oil-bearing districts 
Diay be regarded-as decisive, has come 
to a similar conclusion. 
"There are 
Qot at present," he pointed out quite 
recently, "any reasonable grounds for 
Bxpecting tlie discovery of new 'fields 
»vhich wUl add to the declining pro- 
ducts of the old, so as to enable the 
output to keep pace with the shipments 
or consumption," 


The stored petroleum in this region 
has then been very nearly exhausted. 
En less than a generation a small part 
Df the i)opulation of this continent alone 
aas used up nearly all the 
valuable 
stores of energy which had been accu- 
mulated during millions of years of the 
geologic past. 


Moore recent inquiries confirm the 
sonclusions of Prof. Lesley and Mr. 
Carll. 
The signs of exhaustion in the 
>il-]n-oducing regions can now be clearly 
recognized. 
During the last four years 
ihere has been a steady diminution in 
the out})ut, accompanied by an increase 
in the price per barrel, Avhich, never- 
iheles.s, does not even maintain the 
aominal annual value of the supply. 
Mr. Wrigley announced in 1882 that 
154,000,000 barrels of oil had already 
aeen raised up to the beginning of that 
j-ear, and expressed the opinion 
that 
aot more than 96,000,000 barrels re- 
mained to be raised. 
In this last esti- 
mate he was undoubtedly mistaken, for 
ap to the Ijeginning of 1885 no fewer 
ihan 
2(;i,000,000 
barrels 
had 
been 
raised, and in the vcar 188.5 as many as 
21,042,041 
barrels 
inearly 3,000,000 
tewer than in 1884) were oi»tained. 
But although the estimate in 1882 of 
ihe quantity of oil still remaining fell 
far sliort of the truth, and though we 
may admit as possible that even now 
much more oil remains to be put out 
than the most experienced geologists 
suppose, tlie signs of approaching ex- 
haustion are yearly bf.coming more un- 
Qiistakable. 
The expense of bringing 
fclie oil to the surface grows greater 
year by year, and threatens to become 
3o great that the profit of working the 
oil stores will bo evanescent. 
So soon 
IS tliat state of things is ¡ipiiroached we 
may bo sure that the oilmen's occui)a- 
fcion in Pennsylvania and Western New 
i'ork will be gone. 
It has been stated 
that the Jai^anese, unwilling to let the 
least fraction of the earth's interior 
stores be lost, have been known to ex- 
cavate a vertical shaft to a depth of 
UOO feet in order to raise a few gallons 
of oil jx r day. 
lint in America, when 
the oil mines are so near exhaustion as 
this, they will bo abandoned; nay, they 
will be abandoned long before they ap- 
proach such a condition. 
With the 
failure of the oil supply, all the col- 
lateral brandies of indnstry associated

French Economies. 


The chiffoniers, those well-known 
figures in the streets of Paris., have 
their prototypes in Amiens, as else- 
where in France. 
I walked behind one 
old rag-picker who was turning ovei 
the dust-heaps in a principal 
street, 
and the following 
were among the 
things I saw him "pick up and put into 
his basket: rags no matter how small 
seemed valuable, as also bits of string, 
fish-tails, egg-shells, and in one heap 
he made a great find of somt cutlet 
bones. 
I shudder to think of what 
was the destiny of those cutlet bones / 
However, we left Amiens before dinner 
that day; so we, at all events, did not 
eat the soup. 
The almost painful 
economy of the French is not confined 
to one class; it is observable in every 
rank of life. 
At good hotels in the 
small towns such things as the follow- 
ing were served at table, 
and were 
eaten, too, by all present except four 
untutored Britons: soup made of wood 
sorrel, tripe, skij^ and bones of young 
pigs, puddings o^oiled blood; salad« 
of wild carrots, daisies, and dandelions, 
all of which grow freely in the hedge- 
rows. 
Everything is turned to use, 
and scarcely anywhere is nature left to 
work out her designs according to her 
own beautiful and lavish taste. 
The 
land is planted with double crops, a 
ground crop, say of wheat, and an air 
crop, so to speak, of trees, both of 
which are harvested with perfect regu- 
larity. 
As there is no coal at all in 
Brittany, there is naturally a great 
need of wood. 
But much space cannot 
be devoted exclusively to grown timber. 
Accordingly, 
each farmer plants the 
borders of his fields with as many trees 
as will be required to keep his hearth 
warm. 
Every third year these tree» 
are completely denuded of every branch 
they possess—a process Avhich leaves 
them mere 
gnarled 
and 
unsightly 
torsos. 
The branches are made ui^ 
into neat bundles, and are stowed away 
as fagots for future use, the mangled 
tree puts forth a cloud of young shoots, 
which grow, become useful, and are in 
turn cut off. 
There is L ardly a natural 
well-grown tree to be seen except in a 
few favored spots where 
gentlemen 
have country houses and can afford to 
pay for the picturesque. 
The 
fields 
are carefully and neatly tilled, often 
by hand; not a weed to be seen; even 
the leaves in the small woods are all 
diligently swept up to serve for man- 
ure. 
The peasants, moreover, are as 
neat as their ilelcla. 
The 
beautiful 
Breton costumes which one remembers 
to have seen fairly often some years 
ago are not now so frequently met with. 
The men in warm weather all dress in 
blue cotton twill, very becoming and 
very serviceable; the women wear black 
or brown woolen dresses, and on-^ and 
all are shod in wooden shoes, the time- 
honored sabot« of France.—Chrhticm 
Union.

SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


The Trouble in Ohio Over the Law An- 
thorizlngr Separate Schools for 
White and Colored Fapils. 


CmciNNATi, Sept. 21,—The operation 
of the law of last winter, which repealed 
the statute authorizing the establishment 
of separate schools for colored pupils, is 
producing difficulty in many places. 
Here the law has been so construed as 
to allow the continuance of schools al- 
ready established, and colored schools 
are in operation as they have been for 
years. 
At Oxford. O., the colored pu- 
pils nearly all deserted their own school 
and applied for admission to the white 
school. A public meeting was held and 
the school board asked to erder color- 
ed pupils to their own schools. 
The 
board complied with the request, and 
the colored people propose to apply for 
a mandamus. 
At Yellow Springs, so 
many colored pupils 
left their own 
school to go to the white school, and so 
many white children were with-drawn 
in consequence of their presence, that 
the school board has ordered the schools 
closed indefinitely, or untill the legisla- 
ture can meet to take some action. 
At 
Kipley, Ohio, the school board has re- 
fused to receive the colored pupils in 
the white schools, and a suit in manda- 
mus has been entered to compel their 
admission.

Sept. 21.—Capron k 
Wolverton's flour mill burned this morn- 
ing, Loss, 8150,000; insurance $100,000.

Board a Texas Pacific Express Train 
and Help Themselves to a Booty 
of $S0,000. 


FORT WORTH, Texas, Sept. 21.—Two 
masked men with 
drawn 
revolvers 
moAted the Texas Pacific east bound 
express train last night, as it pulled out 
of Benbrook. 
The engineer was ordered 
to run the train out a few miles. It was 
stopped on the high trestle, but the en- 
gineer was made to run it again until the 
express car was off the trestle where two 
other masked men boarded the train. 
The fireman and engineer were then 
placed under guard. A dozen shots were 
then fired into the express car and the 
door was finally opened by Pacific Ex- 
press Messenger Maloney. 


One robber entered, cleared out the 
stuff and went into the mail car. 
Mes- 
senger Griffith offered no resistance, and 
every registered letter in the car was 
secured by the robbers. 
The work was 
done in ten minutes, when the engineer 
was ordered to pull out. 
The train was 
the through express from San Fran- 
cisco. 
The booty taken was valued at 
$30,000. 
The train was robbed on the 
same trestle last June. 
No attempt was 
made to molest the passengers. 
There 
is no clew to the robbers. 


COSTLY ENTERPRISE. 


The Hamilton National Bank Open Their 
Immense Safety Tault for Pnb- 
lic Service—A Glance at 
the Iron Monster. 


"You may say that our safety vault is 
open to pubhc service," remarked Cash- 
ier John Mohr, y^terday to THE SEN- 


TINEL reporter. 


This was followed by an invitation to 
look at the monstrous structure, and the 
newspaper man gladly complied. 


The entrance to the vault is through a 
parlor, which is enclosed by an iroii 
fence. This apartment is to be supplied 
with desks and tables for the patrons of 
the vault, and is entirely, during bank- 
ing hours, at their service. 


The next thing to greet the eye is 
the door with a combination time lock 
and the paraphernalia necessary to swing 
and hold in place exactly seven ton, be- 
cause that is the weight of the door. In- 
side this are two smaller doors and it is 
necessary to open each and every one of 
them in order to enter the vault. 


The safety vault has a capacity of 800 
boxes and consists of a square chest of 
chilled steel two inches thick. 
Around 
this is a fire proof brick wall, giving the 
vault a solid three foot fire and burglar 
proof coating, modeled after the fashion 
of the famous Drexel & Co.'s vault in 
Philadelphia. 


The enterprise of the H amilton Na- 
tional bank can be appreciated when it 
is known that the safety vault cost them 
$10,000. They expect the investment 
to pay, because they realize the wants 
of the public for a convenience of th's 
sort without going to New lork City 
for it. 


They have now 200 boxes open for 
service. 
These are leased for a rental 
ranging from $5 to $20 a year, accord- 
ing to the size and capacity of the box. 
To each lessee is given two keys. There 
is in the box, however, another lock, 
and to this the bank keeper has a key, 
the said keeper having no other duty 
than to look after the vault and the con- 
venience and wants of its patrons. 
He 
cannot open a box without the lessee in- 
serts his key in the adjoining lock at the 
same time and the lessee cannot open 
the box without the keeper's key. 


This is a safeguard against the loss of 
keys and any possibility of meddling 
with the contents of the boxes, which 
are deep £md long enough to hold valu- 
ables, bonds, papers and the like, an 
besides it places them 
beyond 
the 
power of destruction, something a safe 
cannot insure. 


The safety vault is a new thing to Fort 
Wayne, but the Hamilton bank people 
are confident it will be popular from the 
start, and are now booking orders. 


It is a magnificent and substantial ad- 
dition to Fort Wayne banking interests, 
and a tribute to the forethought and en- 
ergy of the officers of one of the best 
and safest banking institutions in the 
country. 


They will be very glad to show the 
vault to their patrons as well as the pub- 
lic generally, and T H E SENTINEL feels 
justified in issuing the invitation, be- 
lieving that not fifty people in Fort 
Wayne 
ever looked on so servicea- 
ble and formidable an affair.

sioners to condemn the canal. 
Action 
was taken last night because the trustees 
thought the mayor might call a special 
meeting of the council, which would ap- 
prove the condemnation proceeding and 
pay over to Messrs. Bass, Fleming and 
Simons, the canal owners, the amount of 
damages reported by the commissioners. 


Judge Chapin heard the petition read 
at about 7 o'clock last night and ijranted 
a restraining order until the 23d inst. 
The order restrains the commissioners 
from making a report; the council from 
accepting it if they do make one; the 
mayor from calling a special meeting to 
accept this report, which can not be 
made, and finally the treasurer from pay- 
ing any claim on this account. 


This order has become immediately 
operative and will be in effect until 
September 23d at 10 o'clock a. m. when 
the issues joined will have full hearing 
in court. 


The order as made was delivered by 
County; Clerk Loag to Sheriff Viberg, 
who at once made its sorvice a special 
order for his deputies, and the notices 
were served on the defendants before 
midnight.

The Dollar. 


Our word dollar dates back to 1785, 
when a resolution "was passed l?y Con- 
gress which provided that it should be 
the unit of money of the United 
States. 
Another resolution Avas passed 
in 1785, August 5, providing that it 
should weigh 375.64 grains of pure 
silver. 
The mint was established in 
1792, and was then required to coin 
silver dollars containing 371.25 grains 
of pure silver. 
This was due to the 
influence of Alexander Hamilton. No 
dollars were coined until 1794, and then 
irregular. 
They are worth now $100 
each. In 1794 the coinage of regular 
dollars began. Our coin was an adapta- 
tion of the Spanish milled dollar, a 
coin very popular wherever the Span- 
iards traveled. 
The coin was called 
"piaster," meaning a flat picce of 
metal; it is synonymous with ¡piaster. 
It is supposed that the Spaniards took 
the German "thaler," and called it by 
the name of "piaster." The word dol- 
lar is entered in l^ailey's English Dic- 
tionary in 1745, and was used re- 
peatedly by Shakespeare at the 
beginning of the seventeenth century, 
especially in "Macbeth," ii. 2, 62: 
"Till she disbursed * * • ten thou- 
sand dollars to our general use." (See 
also "the Tempest," ii. 1:17.) The 
question where Shakespeare found the 
word dollar is answered by the fact 
that the Hanseatic towns maintained a 
great establishment called the Steel 
Yard in London. 
The Steel Yard 
merchants were mostly North Germans, 
who would call the German thaler, as 
it was s}->elled, "dah-ler." These same 
merchants occasioned the word sterling, 
an abbreviation of the word "ester- 
ling." As the Hanseatic trade was 
jjarticularly brisk on the Baltic and in 
Russia, the standard coins of the Hanse 
merchants were called esterlings, Mid 
sterling 
came to mean 
something 
genuine and 
desirable. 
The word 
tlialer means "coming from a dale or 
valley," the first dollars having been 
coined in a Bohemian valley called 
Foachimsthal. It was under Charles 
v., the Emperor of Germany, King of 
Spain, and Lord of Spanish America, 
that the (xerman thaler became the 
coin of the Avorld.

ignorant coimtry j)arsons, and bade 
them read these wliolesome discourses, 
instead of talking twaddle or nonsense 
in their 
ptil])its. 
But that which 
strikes me as the greatest token of his 
genius was his canal. 
To appreciate 
this one must know something of tho 
map. 
Charlemage wanted to make a 
waterway ]>etween the Black Sea and 
the German Ocean tlirough the heart 
of Germany, l)y uniting the Rhine and 
the Danube. 
This was only practical 
in one way, which we can see with 
maps before us; but how did he dis- 
cover it V. IHMI the country was clothed 
in vast forests and was quite unmapped? 
A huge horseslioe of limestone moun- 
tains encloses the Swabian and Fran- 
conian basins, and of the streams that 
rise from this range all but one slide 
away nortlnvard to the heel of the 
horseshfjc and em])ty themselves into 
the Bhiue by the Xcckar and the Maine. 
One only river takes a }>erversc course 
and cuts its way tlirough tlie horseshoe 
in n soutlieriy direction and Hows into 
the J>ann])e. 
This is tlie 
Altmuhl. 
Tiiis, then, was the only way by which 
the ])roiccted 
water cojonmnication 
could be made, and Cliarb's the Great 
began to cut a canal io unite tho 
Altmulil with the Pegnitz that flows 
into the ]Maino and tlnis decants its 
watei's through the Rhine into the Ger- 
man Ocean. 
Charlemagne did not live 
long enough to finish his canal, and 
that stupid, blundering son of his, Louia 
the Pious, gave up the undertaking. 
He saw no more good in it than in the 
collection of old heroic songs.—Corn/- 
hill Maaazine.

"Wii rarely find in women that firm 
tenacity of purpose and determination 
to overcome obstacles which is charao- 
beristio of what we call a manly mind.

The safety vault has a capacity of 800 


taxes and oonaiata of a square chest of 
chilled steel two inches thick. Around 
this ia a fire proof brick wall, giving the 
vault a aolid three loot fire and burglar 
proof coating, modeled after the fashion 
of the famous Drexel t Co.. vanlt in 
Philadelphia. 


The enterprise of the H amilton Na-

$10.000. They expect the investment 
to pay, becanae they realize the want* 
of the public for a convenience of trrs
